PRACTICAL USES CHILD STUDY 


“The children our care have been benefited more 
the Child Study Department during the past year 
than ever before. Dr. Taft has held weekly conferences 
with the supervisors, helping make plans for espe- 
cially difficult children. The visitors have also had 
regular meetings with Dr. Taft how help both 
children and foster parents with behavior problems. 
Instead waiting until the foster parents declare that 
they ‘can’t get along’ with the child every effort made 
anticipate such unpleasant situations and use such 
treatment will remove the causes the trouble. Child 
Study now helps each step, from the application for 
care children, through reception selection foster 
parents, the placement and subsequent supervision. 

the year 660 children were given careful 
examination. Increasing emphasis has been placed 
careful and intensive follow-up work with the individual 
child. line with our effort throw every possible 
safeguard around the selection children for permanent 
placing with view adoption, interesting note 
that there were 112 children examined under three 
years age, and 121 between the ages three and six. 

the increasing use made the Child 
Study Department the staff the Children’s Aid 
Society for their children, the Child Study Department 
has had limit its outside service the Children’s 
Bureau Philadelphia and Carson College, with which 
special arrangements have been made. limited num- 
ber private cases are accepted. This gives the staff 
the department opportunity check their experi- 
ence with our children, contacts with normal families, 
which value all concerned. this work paid 
for also slight help our budget. 

child placing agency. Our standards care for depen- 
dent children cannot very far beyond those the 
average citizen. Child Study has tried its bit 
educationally wherever found opportunity tell 
about mental health, the obligation parents under- 
stand child behavior, and the relation child psychol- 
ogy dependent well own children. 

the interest publicity and education Dr. Taft 
and her associates have given, during 1925, six courses 
four lectures more and twenty-four single lectures. 
The majority these were delivered and around 
Philadelphia parents, teachers, club women, college 
students and social workers. 

addition the lectures there have been articles 
Dr. Taft appearing seven different publications 
and two these articles have been reprinted for dis- 
tribution from this office.

Caseworkers have habit speaking family case- 
work, child-placing, institutional work, protective work, 
probation work and child guidance they were 
fundamentally different methods and aims and this 
habit speaking has been confirmed into habit 
thinking and acting. matter fact, our sober 
moments all recognize that though are or- 
ganized according the special facilities our agencies 
provide, are should united the fundamental 
purpose casework, which understand our clients 
and their situations well enough adjust them the 
best social advantage. one facility group 
facilities will save from doing casework nor any 
facility much value except helps identify 
the problems human relationships meet our 
cases and increases our capacity for handling them 
through casework. 

Perhaps agency any field has had more oppor- 
tunity than the child guidance clinic learn experi- 
ence that such facilities financial relief, medical and 
psychiatric examinations, psychological services, and 
foster homes are merely tools for casework. The child 
guidance clinic offers the community and its agencies 
facilities all caseworkers have felt essential under- 
standing the problems children, that is, the services 
the psychiatrist, psychologist and psychiatric social 
worker working together detect the causes diffi- 
culty and furnish advice for eliminating them. you 
were disposed put exclusive faith facilities, what 
more could you want than such clinic which turn 
over all the stubborn problems that resisted your own 
efforts? matter fact, such cases are referred 
the child guidance clinic and returned with 
dations that mean not less but more casework than 
before. The clinic has provided shortcuts, escape 
from toil and trouble, substitutes for the work the 
referring agency perhaps the community not doing. 
After time its studies reveal unmistakably that re- 
ferred cases can successfully treated only the 
referring agencies investigate, treat, and cooperate with 
one another more fully. 

the field children’s casework all cases are prob- 
lem cases either because the child and his family have 
personality behavior difficulties because they have 
been plunged into situations they cannot meet unaided. 
All children’s aid cases might become child guidance 
cases, for any child problem when 
wrenched from his family and expected adjust the 
new personalities, habits and conditions foster 
home. The only practical treatment for such problems 


treatment through casework, and the essential con- 
tribution child guidance clinic that treatment 
such interpretation its findings that the customary 
efforts the children’s worker may more effectively 
directed seeing that habit-training wholesomely 
given, undesirable attitudes understood and corrected, 
and avoidable provocations for misbehavior, failure and 
unhappiness the part the child eliminated. How 
much the child guidance clinic really assists the case- 
worker depends the quantity and quality case- 
work her agency’s load and policies permit her do. 
the agency badly handicapped, the clinic that 
degree crippled contributing specialized advice 
embodied casework, for the clinic bases its diagnosis 
largely the caseworker’s data and relies for treatment 
her casework proficiency. 

When the casework community unsatisfactory 
the social workers the community, the chief need 
not for child guidance clinic. The child guidance 
clinic has proved community’s salvation. What 
clearly indicated essential concerted effort 
the part all the caseworking agencies obtain better 
conditions for casework itself, for the pursuit thor- 
ough investigations, adequate follow-up, and above all 
for cooperation between agencies. only when case- 
workers can intensive job their cases that they 
become aware that every case problem human 
relationships solved only patient study and 
treatment, that most cases overflow the boundaries 
the worker’s narrow specialty and demand cooperative 
assistance from other agencies. When the worker 
knows all about her cases that thorough casework can 
tell her she prepared use the facilities child 
guidance clinic profitably, direct her efforts prob- 
lems explained the clinic, and enjoy the satisfac- 
tion making all those efforts count. 

The whole future casework profession depends 
the realization that the main job 
adjusting people who are social difficulty either be- 
cause their own make-up their situations rests 
her and that casework develops absorbing more and 
more understanding from such special fields medicine, 
psychology and psychiatry and shaping its own methods 
handle the problems revealed and explained those 
engaged allied professions. the caseworker sur- 
renders her problems entirely into their hands, she gives 
her reason for being and her withdrawal loses the 
chance assimilate into her own work points view 
that render her handling all her cases more competent. 
When generally understood that the basic task all 
casework the adjustment human relationships and 
that casework worthy the name until investi- 
gates and treats them, social workers will struggle 
obtain the proper conditions for doing their individual 
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jobs, for raising their standards investigation and 
treatment, and for getting the information which the 
necessary foundation for psychiatric interpretation. 
The differences between the various fields are super- 
ficial comparison with their essential unity, and their 
growth depends more the development their com- 
mon ground, casework, than emphasis their special 
features. 

Certainly from the point view child guidance 
Clinic, all casework one and the value its own work 
determined the respect other agencies have for 
the casework responsibilities they carry, their deter- 
mination develop their casework opportunities, and 
their interest obtaining from one another and the 
clinic not relief from their responsibilities but inter- 
change ideas and services. 


OHIO COUNTY EXPERIMENTS 


Allen County, Ohio, the scene what present 
experiment but which ought soon pass into the 
realm regular practice. Allen County rural com- 
munity, its largest city being Lima, with population 
about 45,000. 

There had been for years County Children’s Home 
supported from public funds, and there was privately 
supported Child Welfare Association which devoted 
most its time health and recreation for children. 
Some time ago the need supervised boarding home 
care the county became very apparent. The Asso- 
ciation organized supply such care and was licensed 
the State Department. 

broadly were the functions the Association and 
the County Home conceived that they never con- 
sidered themselves rivals, with the result that today the 
same caseworkers serve both organizations, traveling 
expenses and office maintenance are provided jointly 
from public funds and from the Association funds, and 
becoming increasingly evident that the two phases 
children’s work are integral parts well-rounded 
program. Volunteers have been enlisted under the 
direction the trained staff with the result that public 
opinion gradually being educated the idea that 
however fine buildings may be, they are not them- 
selves sufficient repair the harm done children 
disrupted homes and other social misfortunes. Trained 
social service winning increasing respect. 

Our correspondent writes: “The experiment Allen 
County means finished product. There are 
creaks the machinery from time time. However, 
the people who are most vitally interested the project 
are putting forth every effort make the results achieved 


justify the continuance the joint program because 
they believe that offers the most effective means for 
serving the children their particular community.” 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


The annual meeting the International Society for 
Crippled Children Pittsburg developed atmos- 
phere serious consideration problems both technical 
and administrative that reflected painstaking educa- 
tional work done this member the League among 
service club members over the country. Delegates were 
present from the Atlantic States California. Discus- 
sions took place the technical aspects the work, 
physicians national prominence and executives the 
State Societies. The address the President, Edgar 
(Daddy) Allen, too long for reproduction here, but 
quote the following paragraphs representing accu- 
rately the point view and present purposes the 
Society: 


“Undoubtedly many this room today will recall 
the meeting Toledo, Ohio, October 14, 1921, little 
over four years ago, when the National Society for 
Crippled Children was organized. was one culmina- 
tion evolutionary movement behalf crippled 
children which had been developing Ohio for twelve 
years. 

“You may suggest that this evolution had its origin 
the 1908 Children’s Charter England, 1909 White 
House Conference the United States. But for 
purpose, part developed Elyria, Ohio; part the 
State Departments Welfare, Education and Health; 
part among orthopedic surgeons, health nurses, school 
teachers, hospital managers, social workers, members 
the state commission authorized build state institu- 
tion for crippled children; and Rotarians and other 
laymen interested the problem the crippled child. 

“Between the time the beginning this particular 
movement, far was concerned—which dates back 
about fifteen years—and the beginnings the National 
and International Societies late 1921 and early 1922, 
the whole subject building hospitals had undergone 
revision opinion many parts the country, and 
found many states that additional hospitals were not 
necessary. This might have been due largely the 
fact that that time most the surveys had been 
made Ohio where was found, and has proved out, 
that more beds existed for acute hospital cases than 
were necessary. 

account this, and spite the fact that the 
beds for acute cases were not very evenly distributed 
over the territory, the Society had rather fixed policy 
1922 take the facilities the child, instead the 
child the facilities. This could carried out, that 
time, only limited sense, but did represent 
healthy desire put the emphasis the child and the 
conveniences and desires the parents, rather than 
put the emphasis upon the

the semi-annual meeting Elyria, Ohio, Septem- 
ber, 1923, found that creating inspiration and en- 
thusiasm for crippled children was not difficult 
harnessing after was work. Public opinion 
aroused must have something tangible and practical 
do. The Society soon found that its fire burned all 
right, but that its real problem was find the best way 
use the heat and light engendered. 

learned then and there that the program for 
each state had worked out accord with the con- 
ditions peculiar that state, that was technical, 
social and political problem instead simply matter 
imitation. 

Although tried make the office International 
Society bureau information and labored faithfully 
get its growing knowledge and convictions out 
promptly, found that some state societies were liable 
like rudderless ships. They had difficulties not 
only chart the right course, but were finding trouble 
also keeping any course. The International 
Society, therefore, took field service the highest 
order, which was intended aid provincial societies 
building and executing their state programs. With 
proper modesty can safely say now that such service 
has proved tremendous value the crippled children 
found among nearly two-fifths the population 
North America. 

trained service now not only the possession 
the International Society, but have the same 
time, like trained service the head six eight 
the State Societies, who are working out the problems 
the different states connection with their State 
Societies masterful manner. 

“Professional people dealing with cripples show 
that the problem handled best when the program for 
its solution provides way for full cooperation those 
interested public health, medicine, surgery, physio- 
therapy, social service, education, philanthropy and 
statesmanship. The real problem, therefore, seems 
largely concealed from the public. These experts 
believe that the ever increasing complexity modern 
civilization, more and more necessary for cripples 
have organized championship which will able 
place the cripple his true light prominently before the 
general public—which thinks nothing less than ‘the 
greatest good the greatest number Such 
organized constituency speaking for cripples the 
International Society for Crippled Children. show- 
ing the great need for patience, for co-ordination effort, 
for quality service, for wider knowledge the im- 
portance workmen’s compensation, liability insur- 
ance, the evils pauperism, and the many other reasons 
why necessary ‘Keep Keeping on’ behalf 
the physically handicapped. 

believe the International Society necessary 
also Forum which experts and laymen may meet 
and discuss freely the elements and solution the prob- 
lem the cripple, are doing here Pittsburgh 
today. The complications, complexities and intricacies 
already referred show plainly important have 


some one organization which aims simplify the prob- 
lems and give full attention alone.” 


INSTITUTE FOR CHILD GUIDANCE OPEN 


important step will taken the near future 
with the opening Institute for Child Guidance 
New York City the Commonwealth Fund, with Dr. 
Lawson Lowrey, formerly the Child Guidance 
Clinics Minneapolis and Cleveland Director. The 
Institute will based experience gained the 
five-year demonstration program. will organized 
for purposes research the subject Mental 
Hygiene Childhood; provide facilities for training 
psychiatrists and psychologists child guidance work; 
provide training under careful supervision for stu- 
dents the New York School Social Work and the 
Smith College School Social Work who desire 
enter the field psychiatric social work with children; 
and provide clinical facilities for the study and treat- 
ment children presenting behavior problems. 

The Institution will naturally become the principal 
training center such work the country and will 
contribute directly the improvement the under- 
standing and adjustment children who show difficult 


behavior characteristics and also more normal 
children. 


FEWER DELINQUENTS 


Contrary wide-spread opinion and frequent state- 
ment, the age commitment prisons, reformatories, 
jails, and workhouses has not decreased late years. 
fact, more young people were committed these 
penal institutions 1880 and 1890 proportion 
all commitments than was the case 1923, the latter 
year showing that 9.4 the commitments were between 
the ages eighteen and twenty, 9.8 1904, and 12.1 
1880. fourteen larger cities the country report- 
ing the Children’s Bureau the United States De- 
partment Labor their delinquency rates from 
1923, all but four showed decrease. Increases were 
found only Detroit, Minneapolis, Philadelphia, and 
Seattle. 

During the year 1910 there were admitted various 
institutions for delinquents 171.7 persons per 100,000 
from ten seventeen years age. 1923 the ratio 
was 156.5. For serious crimes 16.3 per cent the com- 
mitments were under eighteen years age 1923. 
1910 the corresponding percentage was 8.5. The 
Children’s Bureau, however, believes that the much 
higher percentage 1923 largely due the fact that 
increasing numbers children are being sent juvenile 
institutions instead penal institutions and that 
there has been significant increase the actual 
number children committed for these serious offenses. 
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LEAGUE NEWS 

increasing number communities and societies 
are turning the Child Welfare League for evalua- 
tion and re-planning their care dependent and 
neglected children. During the late spring and summer 
several very important surveys this sort were under- 
taken. 

the request the Board Directors and Super- 
intendent, Dr. William Maybee, the Children’s 
Home Society Virginia, careful study the entire 
organization was made, similar that for the Missouri 
Children’s Home Society year ago. Not only was the 
organization and procedure the work studied, but 
large number cases were examined great detail. 
the basis the findings comprehensive report was 
made our Virginia member. 

the request the Community Chest Houston, 
Texas, case studies were made the work several 
agencies, and the Juvenile Court and the inter-relations 
the various forms care were carefully examined 
preparation for outlining comprehensive program for 
the Community. Syracuse, Y., similar piece 
work was done the request the Community 
Chest, including considerable number case studies 
cases drawn from the public departments well 
from the private agencies. This survey will undoubt- 
edly important one that entire section the 
country. write, study all the children’s 
agencies Richmond, Virginia, concluding. 
important service the same kind church body 
has just been rendered through the case case study 
the population the Carversville (Pa.) Christian 
Orphanage the request the Social Service Commis- 
sion the General Convention the Christian Church. 
This body turned our Department Institutional 
Care because specially equipped for service with 
church undertakings. The action the report prom- 
ises important. 

Such large undertakings naturally require the use 
additional temporary staff, particularly for the detailed 
casework incident study child placing and other 
caseworking organizations. For such work various 
periods service have been furnished Miss Frances 
Schmidt, Nursery and Child’s Hospital, New York; 
Miss Dorothea Coe, Social Service Commission 
the Protestant Episcopal Church; Miss Elizabeth 
Clarke, formerly with the Connecticut Children’s Aid 
Society; Miss Grace Redding, the Cleveland 
Humane Society; Miss Ernestine McGill, formerly with 
the Department Child Welfare, Westchester County, 
New York; Miss Grace MacGowan, formerly with the 
National Catholic Welfare Council. Other communities 
are asking for this service, which increasingly com- 
mending itself important function the League. 


July first consolidation agencies took place 
Kansas which ends division effort the State 
which had existed for over fifteen years. unanimous 
vote their respective Boards and members, the 
Kansas Children’s Home Society and the Christian 
Service League Wichita pooled all their resources, 
elected single Board and began work the Kansas 
Children’s Home and Service League.

The Maryland Children’s Aid Society has strength- 
ened its staff very materially during the month April 
through the employment two more workers. Miss 
Irma Mohr the newly appointed Social Director 
the Social Service League Montgomery County, 
branch the State Society. She graduate 
Goucher College, class 1918, and the Johns 
Hopkins School Social Work, but has been profes- 
sionally engaged other states since 1922. She re- 
turned Maryland from Pittsburgh, where she was 
the Supervisor Case Work for the Mothers’ Assistance 
Fund. 

Ruth Dana, graduate Simmons College 
and the Boston School Social Work, class 1922, 
was with the Massachusetts District 
Secretary the South Middlesex County Branch until 
she came Baltimore Assistant Secretary the 
Maryland Children’s Aid Society. 

The field staff the American Legion, National 
Office, which was recently admitted membership 
the League, has been further strengthened the ap- 
pointment Miss Marjorie Prevost Executive 
Secretary the New York Child Welfare Committee 
the American Legion. Miss Prevost’s qualifications 
are unusual, embracing they service with the 
Connecticut Children’s Aid Society; the New York 
Charity Organization Society; the New York Travelers’ 
Aid Society; addition hospital social service. 
Similar appointments other parts the country will 
probably made soon.

CHILD WELFARE NEWS 

1430, the bill establish Board Public Wel- 
fare the District Columbia, introduced the 
Senate Mr. Capper December 14, passed that 
body March and passed the House with slight 
amendment March The Senate agreed this 
amendment March 12, and the bill has been signed 
the President, take effect July 1926. 

This measure, sponsored the District Public Wel- 
fare Commission, established board unpaid mem- 
bers, appointed the commissioners the District 
Columbia, with salaried director nominated the 
members the board and appointed the commis- 
sioners. The board will supersede the present Board 
Children’s Guardians, Board Charities, and board 
trustees the National Training School for Girls, and 
will take over the duties and functions incumbent upon 
these boards relation all the institutions over which 
they exercised jurisdiction. The Board will also ad- 
minister Mothers’ Aid through subcommittee, which 
assures the coordination all work for children 
the District Columbia. 


The right and duty the State assume control 
and make proper provision for neglected minor 
child who has legally become ward the State 
through prescribed judicial proceedings has been up- 
held recently the Supreme Court Iowa. The court 
holds that that judicial action the natural parents 
lose all rights custody and control and the foster 
parents, whose care and custody the State authorities 
gave the child under contract entered into con- 
formance with State law, will not disturbed their 
possession the child long they comply with the 
terms the contract. 

important and far-reaching decision regard 
charitable trusts, which strikes the practice tying 


funds such way not serve the community, 
was handed down Judge Henderson the Orphans’ 
Court Philadelphia June 17, 1926. The decision 
was regard the use that may made trust 
fund created the late Charles Ellis, who died 
1909, for the establishment and maintenance 
institution, “Ellis College for the Education Father- 
less Girls,” the suburbs Philadelphia. 

Under the conditions specified the trust the num- 
ber girls who may become beneficiaries limited 
that the income has been far excess all needs and 
consequence the original fund $3,000,000 has prac- 
tically doubled amount. Therefore numerous educa- 
tors, charity workers, physicians, and others objected 
what they termed failure put the Ellis fund its 
Tull use and asked the court place liberal construc- 
tion the intent the donor order meet new 
conditions. The trustees, the Commonwealth Title 
Insurance Trust Co., objected change the use 
the fund, but the court, basing its decision the 
pres doctrine, ordered that the annual income excess 
$50,000 used for the care fatherless girls their 
own homes their own mothers. 

estimated that this decision likely influence 
the use $18,000,000 other trust funds controlled 
the court for charitable purposes. (Philadelphia Bulle- 
tin, June 18, 1926.)

This little book pages provides the evidence 
reality for those who believe that children with every 
variety and degree handicap can find healing nurture 
families not their own. collection brief 
descriptions real foster families, all those used the 
Children’s Bureau the time publication. 
prefaced short statement the underlying prin- 
ciples which guide the Bureau’s work, combined 
covenant faith the artistry human relationships 
and sketch some the practical methods which 
this artistry achieved. The book may not impress the 
reader unless the stories the foster families are read 
full. Then one progresses from one sketch another, 
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tantalizing brevity but throbbing with the essential 
quality each family’s life, one impressed with the 
infinite variety the individual dramas the foster 
families themselves. Yet varied background, educa- 
tion, nationality, personality these families are, all, 
virtue some common alchemy character and in- 
spiration, can and are giving service children. There 
guess work here. These families are known—not 
just their looks and the external evidence their 
houses but the hidden forces their personalities, 
the main springs their lives. There are sharp hills 
and valleys the quality service they give. Each 
its own way applies its talents the particular child 
children that have come and each enriches the lives 
those children the individual understanding and 
service gives. And strange may seem some 
our doubting Thomases, these altruists, these artists 
human life, are paid! For these are sketches not 
adoptive homes where the child will permanently 
absorbed into the family, but boarding homes where 
the child tarries but short time its journey through 
life.

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WHAT BECOMES THE UNMARRIED 
MOTHER? 


(Resume address Miss Ida Parker Annual Meeting the 
Inter-City Conference Cleveland) 


The background illegitimacy, its causation, has 
received some serious thought. The Federal Children’s 
Bureau, for example, Part III its publication, 
Child Welfare states that 
has collected data approximately six thousand 
mothers children born out wedlock and two thou- 
sand fathers. These studies together with smaller ones 
made here and there over the country have brought 


together considerable body facts which throw light. 


whence the unmarried mother, known the social 
agency, comes. mass data has been gathered 
regarding what becomes her. 

tremendous amount time and money spent 
social agencies effort have these mothers make 
good after their experience. they make good? 
Would not wise inquire whether these women 
become assets liabilities society? learn whether 
our social treatment kills, cures, maims has effect? 
Unless social agencies examine results the light 
treatment prescribed for the purpose improving their 
methods, how can they feel pride their work justify 
their claim the public for support? 

There still deeper reason for trying discover 
what becomes the unmarried mother. one writer 
says, the bearing the information might have 
the broad social question unmarried motherhood 
and illegitimacy whether motherhood marriage 
tends have ultimately constructive, destructive, 
apparent effect the after-life the girl, ought 
have some weight the appraisement its social 
significance and hence some weight the determination 
the public attitude and the public policy regard- 
ing it.” 

Knowledge the social readjustment the unmar- 
ried mother seems largely dependent upon: 

Better case work, greater emphasis upon the in- 
dividual, more earnest attempt help and under- 
stand not only the unmarried mother and her child, but 
also the illegitimate father. 

Better records, not only for the recording facts 
necessary the intelligent treatment the individual, 


but basis for the analysis and comparison treat- 
ment large numbers cases. 

Follow-up service check outcome with origi- 
nal plan for the purpose constantly improving social 
treatment. 

More and better facilities for social research. The 
gathering and study material collected agencies 
the course their daily work should enable social 
workers consider each case its relation the 
larger problem. 

The responsibility the state for the illegitimate 
child such. Assumption the state the right 
supervise all illegitimate children over period years 
should not only protect the child but should furnish 
much worthwhile information about the social read- 
justment the woman who becomes mother without 
marriage. 


Probably the most outstanding piece business con- 
ducted the annual meeting the Inter-City Con- 
ference Cleveland was the passage 
the following resolution:
